RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 17th March, 1979 

[No. 24012/42/78-E*tt(B)], —The decision of the Government of India to set 
up a “Subordinate Service Commission’ was announced in the Resolution No 
46/l(S)/74-£sts.(B) dated the 4th November, 1975. The Commission (which-was 
subsequently renamed as the Staff Selection Commission) has been functioning 
from the 1st July, 1976. It has now become necessary to provide for the 
expansion of the activities of the Commission and also for the opening of new 
offices. It has accordingly been decided to make the following two amendments 
in the aforesaid Resolution :— 

(11 from the existing exceptions indicated in paragraph 3 of the Resolu¬ 
tion under the heading 'Functions', the following words shall be 
deleted :— 

“Staff in the offices of the Comptroller and Auditor General and the 
Accountants General". 

(2; in place of the existing entries in paragraph 6 of the Resolution, 
under the heading 'Location of office', the following shall be 

substituted :— 

“the Headquarters of the Staff Selection Commission will be at 
Delhi. Regional/Sub-rcgional Offices of the Commission will be 
opened later at places where such need is felt, as and when 
such necessity arises”. 

Ordered that a copy of this resolution be communicated to all State Govern¬ 
ments, all Ministries/Departments of [he Government of India, etc. and also 
that the resolution be published in the Gazette of India.
